DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This action is in response to the amendment filed on May 3, 2004. 



2, Claims 1-16 remain pending. 



3. The d^^^^^e^©d under 35 USC § 103 in the previous action are hereby 
withdrawn in view of the AppHcant's arguments in the amendment filed on May 3, 2004. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

5. Independent claims 1, 8, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The Federal Circuit has 
recently apphed the practical application test in determining whether the claimed subject 
matter is statutory under 35 U.S.C. § 101 . The practical application test requires that a " 
useful, concrete, and tangible result" be accomplished. An "abstract idea" when 
practically applied is eligible for a patent. As a consequence, an invention, which is 
eligible for patenting under 35 U.S.C, § 101, is in the "useful arts" when it is a machine, 
manufacture, process or composition of matter, which produces a concrete, tangible, and 
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useftil result. The test for practical application is thus to detennine whether the claimed 
invention produces a "useful, concrete and tangible result". 

Claims 1,8, and 13 recite a first logic to receive a set of instructions, a second 
logic to evaluate instructions to make a determination if spai'e slots are available in the 
instruction set, and a third logic to make another determination if additional slots may be 
added. A useful step is not provided in the cited claims to take appropriate action in the 
case when a spare slot is found based on the evaluation/determination, and in the case 
when spare slot is not found based on the evaluation/determination. The claims, as 
recited, amount to an abstract idea failing to suggest an application with a tangible 
embodiment leading to a concrete and tangible result. Thus, the claims fail to fulfill the 
requirements of the practical application test and are rejected for leading to a non- 
statutory subject matter.
